America. He himself would return 
to Tibet to organize his caravan to 
$0 to Lhasa. 

On the way to the seaport he was 
captured by brigands, as is remem- 
dered, and for 60 days held for ran- 
60m, escaping only after the ban- 
dits, hard-pressed by the soldiery 
and the rescue party sent by the 
American State Department, hid 
him away in a stable expecting that 
he would be there upon their re- 
turn, for he was too {Il to wall. 

Because of his broken heal! h and 
the necessity for an operation, he 
fluctantly postponed his groing to 
Lhasa and accompanied his family 
to the United States. lle visited St. 
Louls and told of his experiences 
With the bandits before the conv en- 
ion of his church in the Coliseum in 
the summer of 1920. But he was 
fretting to be on his way to Lhasa 
Qnd remarked: “Why should I be 
here? I should be 12,000 miles from 
here.”

Philip H. Brockman, purchasing 


member of the Board of Police Com- 


misgioners since February of last 


year, yesterday afternoon malled his 
resignation to Victor J. Miller, pres!- 
dent of the board. It is to take 
effect April 1, the end of the fiscal 
year for the city and police depart- 
ment. 

In written resignation, Brock- 
man says that “owing to present 
business conditions,” he feels it 
necessary to devote all of his time to 
his business. 

“It is with regrets that I sever my 
connection with the board,” he says 
in the letter. “Our relations have 

abways.been.ef the most pleasant”. 

When President Miller learned the 
contents of the letter hetald Brock- 
man, “They'll never find na oo dupli- 
cate to fill the vacancy.”’ 

Miller communicated the messarce 
to the Governor's office In Jefferson 
City and last night the Governor's 
office tried to get into communica- 
tion with Brockman.

Now, after a lapse of 20 centuries, Fred Ellsworth, 

a Chicago magazine writer, has been saved by that 

selfsame sign of the thumb in one of the queerest 

identity tangles which has ever come to the notice of 
fingerprint experts 

It was not an Emiperor’s thumb that saved Ellsworth 
after 37 men and one woman had identified him as 
John Harvey. It was Elisworth’s own thumb, scarred 
with the marks of a fishing line, that turned the trick. 
to the dismay of the °s. who thought eves were better 
than thumbs in any marke’ 

Whereas the Roman sign of the-thumb depended on 
the whim of one man—on whether the Emperor had 
dined well or had drunk too deep of the Massic cup— 
the modern sign of the thumb, like so many other 
modern things. is a matter of cold and exact science 
which frees a man because he has a richt to be free 
and not because some sta!!-fed monarch in Tyrian pur- 
ple robes exclaims: ‘It is my will] that he be free.” 

It was an odd chain of circumstances that seemed to 
weave the web of Fred Elisworth’s identity into the 
woof of John Harvey's so closely the component threads 
could not be differentiated by %8 pairs of keenly inter- 
ested eyes and their disentanglement was made pos- 
sible only by fingerprint magic.

IGHTNING, artificial but just like that of na- 

ture, except for being on a smalier scale, 

was made the other day in a laboratory. 

Like the real lightning which comes in 

thunderstorms, it lasted for only’ the 

briefest instant. It brought the, familiar 

vivid flash, was accomphnied by “thunder” 

(in this case a loud, snapping sound, almost deafening 
in the laboratory), and left destruction in its path. 

This artificial bolt was only lightning in minia- 
ture. but a dangerous plaything, for all that. It splin- 
tered a large block of wood, scattering the pieces for 
a distance of 25 feet. The limb of a tree which had 
been put in its path was completely shattered, some 
of the fragments being hurled half-way across the 
room. A piece of wire was reduced to a pinch of 
powder. 

Except for the clouds (represented by ap- 
paratus which performed the functions of 
clouds) and except for the rain, it was 
realiy an indoor thunderstorm, man- 
wrought and man-contrelled, with 
a voltage of 129,000 volts and rep- 
resenting more than a million 
horsepower The bolts lasted 
oniv about a hundred-thou- 
sandth of a second. 

The manufacture of licht- 
ning occurred in the labo- 
ratory of the General Elec- 
tric Co... at Schenectady, 
N. Y., and followed two 
vears of experimentation 
by Dr. Charles P. Stein- 
metz, famous electrical in- 
vestigator, and his assist- 
ants, J. L. R. Hayden and 
N. A. Lougee 

Thev have constructed a 
‘lightning generator,” with 
which lightning arresters are 
being tested in a more compe- 
tent way than was ever possible 
before. . Already, the use of this 
artificial lightning is said to have 
shown how lightning arresters can be 
made more efficient in guarding prop- 
erty and lives from thunderbolts. 

some two years ago, lightning damaged 
Dr. Steinmetz’s summer camp on the Mohawk 
River, and since then he has given considerable 
thought to the problem of making such visitations of 
storm electricity as harmless as may be. One of his 
chief desires was to devise means for reproducing, 
in the laboratory, the lightning flash, so that its effects 
could be studied, its characteristics and strange antics 

Dr. Steinmetz arrived at his summer Camp within 
¢4 hours of the storm and secured accurate records 
of the damage, including photographs. This data 
proved to be of much value in the work which pre- 
ceded the building of the lightning generator. Now 
they can duplicate in miniature the energy and be- 
havior of nature's lightning. 

The lighting generator ingeniously does just what the 
thundercloud in the sky does during an electrical storm. 
it slowly generates electrical energy, storing it up 
gradually, until an overcharged condition is reached. 
Then, in a flash, the stored energy is discharged. and 
anything that is in its path is “struck by lightning.” 

in the art‘ficial lightning stroke, a voltage of 120.000 
volts was chosen as most convenient. The voltage of 
the lightning flash of a thunderstorm has been esti- 
mated by Dr. Steinmetz at 5.000 000 volts. 

The artificial lightning represents, while it lasts. 
more than a million horsepower. The estimated horse- 
power of a natural lightning flash is given as 500.000, - 
00 horsepower. The million horsepower of the man- 
made lightning, like the 500,000,000 horsepower in na- 
ture’s lightning, would not be very useful for practical 
purposes, because it lasts such a brief instant—about a 
hundred-thousandth of a second.

[t is true, the natural lightning flash has about 500 
times as much horsepower. The difference in enerey, 
therefore, appears colossal. But the difference in the 
nature of its action and effects is ‘practically zero. 
Only; while nature's lightning shatters and tears a 
whole tree, the man-made lightning does the same 
with a piece of a smaller tree. 

There is the same flash and noise. only the flash is 
larger when nature’s lighting envelops an entire tree 
than when the laboratory lightning tears only a piece 
of a tree, and the noise is louder, though it is deafen- 
ing enough in the laboratory lightning. 

And yet, according to the laboratory specialists. it 
is theoretically possible to construct an apparatus 
which would reproduce nature’s lightning in all its 
magnitude. It would not be practical to do this, for 
it would mean apparatus of stupendous size and com- 
plexity; and it would not be ‘desirable, as it would not 
be safe to approach near enough to watch it. But the 
same applied principle would operate as in the case 
of the lightning generator now in successful use. 

This generator consists essentially of a high voltage 
condenser of large capacity in the form of 200 large 
Klass pjates) These are arranged in groups of 50 and in 
two banks, or rows. The rectified direct cutrent is 
stored up in these condensers, which are connected 
up 80 as to be capable of holding 120.000 volts. 


where artificial bolt struck branch of tree which had been put tn 
its path and which was completely shattered. 


One end of the double row of condensers corresponds 
to the thundercloud in the sky, in which an electric 
charge is gradually stored up and increased by the 
conglomeration of the raindrops, as Dr. Steinmetz has 
shown. The other end of the condenser plates corre 
sponds to the earth. 

When the tension of the stored-up electric energy be 
comes greater than the lightning generation will hold 
—and the tension which it will hold is 120,000 volts— 
or, in the case of natural lightning, becomes greater 
than the thundercloud will hold, whatever the amount 
of tension may be, the discharge takes place. The 
lightning flash is seen, the thunder rolls—represented, 
in the case of the lightning generator, by a loud snap 
ping sound-—and the bolt strikes. 

It is to be noted that the voltage in the artificial 
lightning flash is much smaller than the voltage pro- 
duced in the now famous. million-volt test performed 
last September at the Pittsfield (Mass.) laboratories 
of the General Electric Co. Much talk of “artificial 
lightning” was heard when those tests were announced. 
Yet in reality the sole approach to actual lightning ac 
complished in those tests was that they contained & 
voltage estimated to be one-fiftieth of the voltage of & 
lightning flash. 

“Higher voltages than we use in this generator have 
been produced,” said Dr. Steinmetz, “and have been 
talked about as ‘lightning.’ But mere high voltage 
is not lightning and has no similarity to lightning in 
its action and effects. 5 

“The characteristic of lightning is high voltage 
backed by very large power, lasting for a very short 
time only, and so giving explosive effects. 

“In the high-frequency experiments of Prof. Thom 
son, Tesla and others, the voltage was very high, but 
with little power back of it; and even in the recent 
experiments with a million volts, at Pittsfield, the cur 
rent was a.fraction of an ampere. Thus the explosive 
elects characteristic of lightning were entirely a 
Beit. 

“In our Hghtning generator we get a discharge of 
10,000 amperes, at over a hundred thousand volts; that 
is, a power of over a million horsepower, lasting for 8 
hundred-thousandth of a second. This gives us the em 
plosive, tearing and shattering effects of real light 
ning, so that, for instance, a plece of a small tree, €% 
posed to the discharge, is mechanically torn to piece 
by the flash. A piece of wire struck by it vanishes & 
dust. 

“The difference is similar to that between a pound of 
dynamite and a pint of gasoline: the pint of gasoline 
contains more energy and can do more work than @¢ 
pound of dynamite, but the pint of gasoline gives 
its energy only slowly, at a moderate rate of 
while the pound of dynamite gives off its energy & 
plosively, all at once, at an enormous rate of powe@, 
and thereby locally tears and destroys.” 

Valuable progress can now be made, it is predicted, 
in protecting electrical transmission lines and safe 
guarding buildings from lightning, since man cap B0f 
make his own lightning and experiment with it at will.
